' be observed hecause of a strip of woode. Two three-story barracks buildings 
oceupLled by air force soldiers and engincersy were just south of a road qenciny 
in a westerly direction from the Levashovo railroad station to the airfield, 
About 100 meters southeast of the barracks buildings, construction work was in 
progress on cantonment buildings for the Svetlana Llano Factory, Leningrad, 
The road to the airfield was blocked to civilian traf? ie by a barrier, 200 to 
300 meters west of Levashore., 


Zo Four-sngine and tywineen ned ne aircraft, the latter with nose wheels, amroached 
the flele from the cast. A mesximum of four four-ergine planes and about three 
ov four twin-engine slares wore seen in the air ak the gane tine.

There was a MS concrete runway, about, 1,000 
metors long. On the nerthwestern edge of the field were hangars and barracks 
buildings with a normal cagecity of from JOO to 1,000 men. Villa-like houses,

ALL supply teaffie to ani from the Pield 
passed alone this road. Sayoral 1 hanpara and tro-story buildings were in the 
rorthe as” torn section of the field. The barracks buildines on the northwestern 
adee of the field were occupied by pilots aml AAA soldiers. Three AA guns of 
LO to 30 mn caliber were enplaced in each corner of the Pield..
